Educators must constauLly search for 
new sources of information for use in ^ 
teaching. Frtie and Lne3q)ensivo mate rial .s 
can suppLemeiil the curriculum aids currently 
in use by teachers. Although these 
matericiU> do not provide 'he only answer to 
the educator's problem w.»h inadequate 
c-^ccess tu materials, the / \n {\ provide 
in . orinat J.on which, wlien u.:ed ereatWely, 
cau help the students lenrn.

Although many materials are available, 
they too . frequently remain unused. Current 
information (pamphlets are quite conanou and 
relatively quick to write and print), 
unlimited subject matter, and copies for 
personal ownership (copies may often be 
obtained for each student) are several of 
tlic benefits associated with the acquifjition 
and utiliz^ation of free and inexpensive 
materials. The dra:fc^;bac^cs characteristic 
of t'hese materials are biased opinion, 
propaganda, and too much advert isiug. 

Evaluation and selection procedures 
and criteria must be designed and 
iiiplen^^nted to deal with the aforementioned 
drawbackr; . 

The primary p,oal of this handbook is

should also be applied to free luaterialS, 

Cettkin questions need to be answered when 

evaluating material. 

IS THIS THE BEST TOOL AVAILABLE? ^ The 
material selected should do the be^ job 
possible, 

WILL THIb I^TERIAL MEET THE NEEHS OF 
T1>E CURRICUT.UM? Free and Inexpensive i 
materials should enrich present curriculum 
material's and should not be used simply^ 
V)ecause of their nature ^ 

¥ 

IS THIS MATERIAL USABLE? The material 
needs to be appropriate to the ability 
level of the class' experience. The 
physical sii:e of the material also needs 
to permit ease in handling. 

• WILL THE EDUCATIONAL OBJECTIVES' 
iiE ACHIEVED IF THIS MTERIAL IS USED? The 
material should help to develop reading 
skills, the ability to distinguish fact 
, from opinion, and L-he formulation of 
judgraeats based ou facts. 

IS THIS MTERIAL BIASED? Thi§ is 
not always a deterrent. By the 
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utilization of biased aatarial the 
student wtil ieam to apply evaluative 
criteria. This"^ will give students 
exposure to a broad range of ideas and 
opinions.

The 
format should^ be one that the school is 
equipped to handle, e.g. appropriate eqtilp- 
moat is available if necessary. "How-to" 
material without sufficiiniL illustrations 
will be virtually useless.
